Pullman charts for all trains thirty days in advance are kept in revolving turrets readily accessible for quick 


reference. On these cards is recorded all Pullman space sold or reserved. By 


use of these charts there is avail- 


able at all times complete information as to space both sold and available for sale. 


HERE are probably no two 
| busier places on the Company’s 
Pacific Lines than the chart 


“rooms in the general offices at San 


Francisco and Los Angeles, In these 
chart ‘rooms are located the men who 
take care of the Pullman accommoda- 
tions for the thousands of passengers 
who daily travel in, out and through 
those ‘two cities. The occasional 
traveler, beyond ‘his interest in get- 
ting the accommodations’ he wants, 
has. probably given: little if any 
thought to the manner in which the 
thousands of berths on the hundreds of 
Pullman cars in daily use are kept 
track of, and each passenger is in- 
sured the space he has paid for. . 

There are various ‘types of Pullman 
ears. Some have twelve sections and 
one drawing room; others have ten 
sections and two drawing rooms; still 
others have sections, drawing rooms 
and compartments; while others have 
nothing but drawing rooms and com- 
partments. For every type of car 
there is a card printed which repre- 
sents the accommodations of that car; 
so many uppers, so many lowers, so 
many drawing rooms, ete. These 
cards are known as “Pullman charts,” 
hence the term chart room. For every 
Pullman car that moves in service, a 
ehart is made out, showing at the top 
the ‘date the movement begins, the 
train ‘in which the car is hauled, the 
points -between which it moves; and 


the line number, which serves to iden- 


tify the car. 
So och! “Clearing House” 
“The ‘chart ‘rooms are central points 


The same method of procedure is fol- 
lowed at all other offices securing 
their space from the chart room, 

Charts are made up, ready for use, 
three months in advance. The first 
month’s charts are kept in turrets on 
the working tables, and the other two 
months’ charts are put away in cabi- 
nets, to be added daily to the ones in 
the turrets, or to be used in marking 
up reservations made in advance. 


The turrets consist of four square 
cabinets, pigeon holed for the days of 
the month. These cabinets revolve, 
independent of each other, on a cen- 
tral pivot, and are readily accessible 
from either side of the desk on which 
the turrets stand. There are two of 
these turrets in each chart room, and 
each contains a complete set of charts 
for every sleeping or parlor car leav- 
ing the city for thirty days. By the 
employment of these turrets, refer- 
ence to the chart for 
any car on any train 
may be made almost 
instantly. 

The clerks handling 
the charts are seated 
on both sides of the 
desk, and wear head 
telephones, so that both 
hands are free for use 
while carrying on a 
telephone conversation. 
When there is a heavy 
rush on, the cabinets in 
the turrets are fairly 
kept spinning around, 
as one clerk after another reaches for 
® particular card.

carry one or two sleepers, most of 
them have more. From Los An- 
geles, sixteen trains with reserved 
space depart daily. So it will be 
seen that the men in the chart room 
are a busy lot. To give some idea of 
the volume of work done in these 
chart rooms, at Los Angeles there is 
a daily average of 8000 telephone 
calls, while at San Francisco the daily 
average is 1700 calls. The only dif- 
ference between the two offices is that 
at Los Angeles the information clerks 
are located in the chart room, while at 
San Francisco they are not. About 
half of the Los Angeles telephone 
calls are for information, 
Holding Space 

The term “reservation” as applied 
to Pullman space is apt to be mis- 
understood. It does not so much 
mean space held to be called for, as it 
means space that has been definitely 
reserved by the purchase of a Pull- 
man ticket. The regulations with 
respect to open reservations are as 
follows: When space on a certain 
train is reserved by telegraph, so that 
the passenger is unable to purchase a 
ticket, the space is held until four 
hours before traintime. If not called 


for then, the reservation is cancelled, 
and the space is again available for 
sale. Where a traveler telephones for 


a reservation, he is asked when he 


can purchase the ticket, and, upon re- 
-ceipt of this information, he is ad- 
vised just how long the space will be 
held for him. It is the custom, as a 
rule, to hold space for about two 
hours after reservation is made. This 
apparently strict regulation, the 
traveling. publie has brought upon 
itself. It has been proven that it is 
not possible to permit the making of 
reservations without setting a definite 
time. for the purchase of the - ticket, 
for the reason ‘that, when ‘this is done,

“Check ’n Double 
Check” 

Andrew Brown, presi- 
dent of the Fresh Air 
Taxicab Co., would 
revel in working in a 
chart room, for “check 
’n double check” is the rule there. 
Every effort is put forth to see that 
there is no mixup in reservations. 
When a salesman calls in for a reser- 
vation, he gives the train number, 
month and date, Instead of asking 
for space on train twenty-five July 
ten, he asks for space on “train two 
five of seven the one naught” to 
guard against misunderstanding. 
When the space is assigned by the 
chart room, the train, month and 
date is repeated, to insure correctness. 
This is “check.” As soon as the sale 
is completed, the salesman fills out 
a blank with details of the transac- 
tion, and this is forwarded at once to 
the chart room, so that the reserva- 
tion may be “double checked” against 
chart, before the train departs. 

Sometimes a passenger will call in 
for a lower on a certain train when 
all the lowers have been reserved. He 
will be told this and advised that his 
application will be held. These appli- 
cations are marked on a sheet and 
placed with the chart. One man is 
kept busy the entire day checking up 
these sheets. The moment a cancel- 
lation is received, the first passenger 
on the list is called on the telephone 
and notified that the desired space is 
available, and, by this means, by 
traintime everybody is usually taken 
care of. 

Cancellations 

Cancellation of reservations re- 
quires about one-eighth of the work- 
ing time of the chart room. These 
are not usually cancellations of space 
reserved for future purchase, but of 
space already sold, where the passen- 
ger wishes to go on another train, a 
later date, or has decided not to make 
the trip at all. 

The old joke about the passenger 
always wanting a “lower in the cen- 
ter of the car, on the shady. side,” ac- 
cording to the records, is not a joke 
at all, but an actual fact. There was 
a time, years ago, when perhaps the 
center of the car did ride a little more 
comfortably, ‘and this is probably 
when people got the notion, but in the 
modern sleeping car one rides just as

comfortably in the end as in the 
center. 

It is remarkable, also, how many 
people who travel more or Jess fre- 
quently do not seem to understand 
the nature of the accommodations 
available in a Pullman car. The com- 
monest mistake made is to ask for a 
lower berth, and, upon being told that 
there is none available at that time, 
to reply, “No lowers? Well, then, 
give me a section,” 


Speaking of buying a section, the 
Pullman Company recently placed in 
effect a new arrangement which, for 
the comparatively small expense in- 
volved, affords the person traveling 
alone a vast amount of comfort and 
seclusion. This is a particularly at- 
tractive arrangement for a woman 
traveling unaccompanied. The plan 
provides for the exclusive use of an 
entire section by one person upon the 
payment of half the usual rate for 
the upper, a remarkably reasonable 
charge. Under these terms, where a 
lower berth costs, say $4, the upper 
would cost but $1.60, or $5.60 for the 
entire section, This allows the. trav- 
eler to occupy the entire section dur- 
ing the day, and, where he has con- 
siderable hand baggage, is most ad- 
vantageous. At night the upper sec- 
tion is left up, so that the occupant of 
the lower is enabled to dress and un- 
dress with the maximum of comfort 
and convenience, and also to enjoy the 
extra ventilation afforded by the ad- 
ditional space.

As the result of her efforts, the in- 
jured man will recover, The attend- 
ing physicians stated that, but for the 
splendid work of Miss Thomas, Cohen 
would not have lived five minutes 
after her arrival on the scene. 


New Hand Baggage Service at 
San Francisco 


For the benefit of passengers pass- 
ing through San Francisco, arriving 
at one station and departing from the 
other, who wish te spend the day in 
the city before resuming their trip, 
and who do not want to be encum- 
bered by their hand baggage while 
stopping over, an arrangement has 
just been placed in effect by T. K. 
Fassett, general baggage agent, to 
care for such hand baggage. 

Should the passenger arrive at the 
Third Street station, he may deliver 
his hand baggage to the station mas- 
ter, with advice as to destination, and 
the train, car and berth to be occu- 
pied outbound, The baggage will be 
taken by a transfer company during 
the day to the Ferry station, and at 
the proper time red caps will deliver 
it to the space on the outgoing train 
reserved for the passenger, so that his 
baggage will be awaiting him when 
he boards the train at Oakland Pier. 
For passengers arriving at Oakland 
Pier and departing from Third Street, 
the same service may be had’by ar- 
ranging with the station master at 
the Ferry station, 

The only. expense -involved “will be 
the customary charge for transferring 
the luggage across the city.

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- “Healthy” Railroads and National Prosperity 


‘Business Leader in Discussion of Modern Modes of Trans- 
portation Discusses Public Attitude Toward the Railroads 


Nspite .of ‘the extensive develop- 
ment of waterways, highways and 
airways.as modes of transporting 

both -passengers and freight, the 
“railroads will be the backbone of 
transportation for at least another 
century,” in the belief of Samuel M. 
Vauclain, chairman of the board of 
the Baldwin Locomotive Works, who, 
in an article appearing in Nation’s 
Business for June, declares that public 
attitude toward the railroads is unfair 
and gives some common sense facts 
to substantiate his opinions. 

“A friend of mine accompanied me 
on-my regular Wednesday trip from 
Philadelphia to New York recently,” 
the veteran locomotive builder states. 
“After we had bought our tickets he 
chuckled. ‘What’s amusing you?’ I 
inquired, ‘For once I got ahead of 
the railroad,’ he replied. ‘How did 
you get ahead of the railroad?’ I 
asked. ‘That ticket agent gave me a 
dollar too much change.’ We were 
walking toward the train gate. ‘Who 
do you think will lose that dollar?’ I 
inquired. ‘The railroad corporation, 
naturally’ ‘Not at all,’ I told him. 
‘The ticket agent will have to pay 
that dollar out of his own pocket 
when he makes up his cash account 
tonight.’ My friend stopped. ‘I'll go 
right back to the window and square 


myself with the ticket agent,’ he said. 


Common Sense Fairness 

“Like my friend, a great proportion 
of our population seem to take delight 
in getting the best of-a railroad. ... 
Though I make my living out of rail- 
roads, my attitude toward them is one 
of armed neutrality. Hence I have no 
bias toward them except that induced 
by common sense and a desire for 
national prosperity — and national 
safety. This state of affairs leaves 
me free to express my opinions on the 
public’s attitude. My chief opinion is 
that the railroads are getting the 
worst of it. They’ve been baited for 
decades by those they have most 
benefited. 

“This country is becoming the 
workshop of the world. Business 
healthfulness depends on exchange of 
commodities. These commodities ean- 
not be exchanged without transporta- 
tion. This transportation is primarily 
affected by common carriers. The 
most efficient common carriers are the 
railroads. 

“Perhaps if the present generation 
knew some:of the obstacles our early 
railroads overcame, it would -be less 
eager -to grind.the roads -between 


“government rate’ control ‘and - high 


taxes and other overhead, Our ‘first 
‘transcontinental “railroads fought In- 
dians, bad <men. and ‘bad Jegislatures, 
‘to say-“nothing 'of “natural « obstacles; : 
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They solved unprecedented engineer- 
ing-problems. During our Civil War 
railroads kept the nation ‘from disin- 
tegrating. The United States could 
never have’ done its share in the 
World War without its common 
carriers.” 

The courage and foresight of the 
pioneer railroad builders, particularly 
those in the sparsely settled and un- 
developed western states, who laid the 
rails for their roads far in advance of 
the actual existence of any form of 
local traffic, is paid tribute by Mr. 
Vauclain, who says: “Railroad -trans- 
portation awaited the farmer before 
he began to plow. Agriculture could 
not have been developed half so 
rapidly had the pioneers depended on 
waterways, wagons or pack mules to 
get their surplus to market. 

“If Peter Cooper of New York City 
hadn’t been financially interested in 
mechanics as well as in Baltimore 
real estate, and hadn’t had his nerve 
with him, ‘Tom Thumb,’ our first loco- 
motive, wouldn’t have come back and 
made good after having been beaten 
by a horse at Baltimore. And if 
Peter Cooper, Phineas Davis, Ross 
Winans, Matthias Baldwin and other 
engine builders hadn’t ‘carried on,’ the 
westerward migration which made 
this nation would have depended on 
saddle horses, stage coaches, Cones- 
toga wagons or on boats and barges.” 

In thirty-five years, Mr. Vauclain ex- 
plains, railroad motive power de- 
veloped from Baldwin's five-ton “Old 
Ironsides” of 1831 to the same com- 
pany’s first “Consolidation” of 45 tons 
in 1866. Southern Pacific now has in 
service twenty-five mammoth locomo- 
tives weighing 450 tons and twenty- 
six more of the same type will be 
ready by early fall. Increased weight 
and power of locomotives has made 
possible the progress from passenger 
trains of four light ears to trains of 
14 Pullmans each weighing 125,000 
pounds or more. Freight trains of 20 
cars have been replaced by an engine 
load of from 90 to 120 or more cars. 
Strap rails which were literally nailed 
to wooden stringers, got loose there- 
from and punctured car floors and 
unlucky passengers, have been re- 
placed by steel rails weighing 100 to 
180 pounds per yard, anchored to 
creosoted ties. 

“Speed is essential to our pros- 
perity,” says Mr. Vauclain in calling 
attention to the economic waste 
caused by shippers in delaying the 
unloading of cars and permitting car 
demurrage. “Time is more valuable 
than it used te be. So it is with rail- 
-road ‘hauling. : Two billion dollars’ 
worth: of freight. is moving ‘on -our 
rails each day. If :it ‘can move twice 
as fast we save the ‘interest ‘of two 
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billion dollars. . .. Our railroads are 
educating shippers to prompt loading 
and unloading. Increased speed at 
the freight platforms -shortens the 
time freight is in transit and lessens 
the amount merchants must invest in 
stocks. To save this money for the 
merchants the railroad invests heavily 
in freight cars, safety devices, road- 
beds, bridges, rails and locomotives,” 
Highway Competition 

“More speed explains the motor 
truck,” he states, in pointing out the 
development of motor traffic in recent 
years. “With millions of tax money 
built into concrete highways and more 
than three million trucks on them, to 
say nothing of more than 4 million 
buses, short hauls on railroads are 
becoming passé, particularly if the 
short hauls are for passengers. The 
railroads will meet this situation in 
some manner, are meeting it in many 
cases..,.. But buses can never replace 
railways. Short rail lines will become 
bus line feeders. Trucks will be used 


for pick-up and distribution jobs and ‘ 


for short hauls in congested terri- 
tories, but the great bulk of long dis- 
tance transportation for human beings 
and their merchandise will be by 
train. 

“This is a restless, rapid age. 
That’s why air travel appeals to us. 
I can see the advantage to someone 
in a raging hurry of soaring across 
the continent in two days, or doing 
the combined air and rail journey in 
three days. I use the air mail fre- 
quently. I may send small Iocomo- 
tive parts by air express presently. 
But neither you nor I will live to see 
much passenger or freight business 
done in airplanes or dirigibles. The 
prices will be too high. And it will 
not be possible to build lighter-than- 
air motive power of great commer- 
cial importance because all airships 
require too much power per pound of 
load, 

“In spite of the Interstate Com- 
merce Act, which went into effect in 
1887; the LaFollette Valuation Act of 
1918; the disastrous government own- 
ership during the World War; the 
Transportation Act of 1920, and vari- 
out other attempts at paternalism— 
a paternalism not attempted with 
telegraphs, telephones, electric light- 
ing, water power, street cars or other 
public utilities—the railroads have 
met fair competition successsfully.” 

Addressing the business men of the 
nation, Mr. Vauclain concludes his 
article with this appeal: ‘While you 
are thinking of waterways, highways 
and airways, please give a - little 
thought to the railways, without 
which you would be back in the days

Faster Schedules on 
Golden State Route 


Four hours and thirty-one minutes 
were cut from the westbound schedule 
of the Apache, and six hours and thirty 
minutes cut from the eastbound running 
time of the Californian commencing July 
27th. This improvement in service marks 


the second time within six weeks that 
passenger train schedules have been 
speeded up over the Golden State Route 
between Los Angeles and Chicago. The 
Apache now operates westbound through 
Phoenix, giving that city one hour faster 
over-night service to Los Angeles. The 
Californian operates both ways through 
the Imperial Valley.

The soft 
cushioned adjustable seats are spe- 
cially designed for comfort, and the 
blue-toned interior decorations are 
restful to the eye. The large toilet 
and wash rooms at each end of the 
car have conveniences similar to those 
found on the Pullman cars. 

The Daylight, twelve-hour limited 
train between San Francisco and Los 
Angeles, has been further improved 
with a new observation car having 
bread windows, closed-in end, and 
restful chairs. The observation par- 
lor takes up the major portion of the 
car, but there is a smoking room, and 
a ladies lounge and toilet. All the 
equipment used on the Daylight, ex- 
cept the locomotive, is now painted a 
pearl gray color, giving a distinctive 
appearance to this train, which has 
become the most famous daylight 
train in the country. In addition to the 
new type observation car, the train 
earries a club car, diner, all-day lunch 
car, two reserved seat cars with 
wicker, upholstered chairs, and coaches 
with bucket type swivel seats that 
may be turned to or from the window 
as the passenger wishes, 

Lounge observation cars and bed- 
room lounge cars for the Lark have 
added to the popularity of this fast 
night train between Los Angeles and 
San Francisco. In the lounge obser- 
vation parlors of these cars are chairs 
and settees upholstered in bright 
tapestries, end tables, parchment 
shaded lamps, compact soda fountain, 
and. many other refinements in ap- 
pointments. In the bedroom lounge 
the bedrooms,compartments and draw- 
ing room occupy one half of the car. 

During the winter. months, when 
highways over the Sierra Nevada 
mountains are blocked by snow, au- 
tomobile baggage car service is oper- 
ated “between “Sacramento and. Reno, 
‘Many motorists, held up by storms or 


“detained by snow blockades, have been 
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happy to take advantage of ‘this 
service in having their cars “ferried” 
over the mountains, 

New gas-electric cars, designed for 
greater travel comfort and economy 
in operation, are being used on short 
local runs in the Sacramento Valley 
and, during certain hours, on the San 
Francisco peninsula. 

Constant effort is being made to 
add to the already high standard of 
our dining car service. Particular at- 
tention is being given to popular 
dishes at popular prices. The salad 
bowl, an exclusive Southern Pacific 
feature, is a combination salad of 
fresh fruits for lunch and fresh vege- 
tables for dinner. To this has now 
been added the casserole, a dish of 
selected meats and vegetables served 
family style, piping hot, in a specially 
designed French pottery dish. For 
one price, the passenger may have all 
the service he wishes from either the 
salad bowl or the casserole. The new 
dining cars have tastily decorated in- 
teriors with soft, indirect lighting and 
gay table linen. 

Train Telephones 

Southern Pacific was the first rail- 
road in America to equip one of its 
passenger trains with inter-ear tele- 
phone communication. This novel fea- 
ture is offered on the Cascade, deluxe 
Shasta Route limited operated be- 
tween Portland and San Francisco. 
The convenience of being able to tele- 
phone from the observation car to the 
diner or club car, or between any 
Pullman cars in the train, has made 
the service quite popular. 

Further conveniences for purchas- 
ing tickets and in getting to and from 
stations have been provided by the in- 
auguration of a “service bureau” and 
a train-taxi combination service. By 
telephoning the service bureau, resi- 
dents in San Francisco and Oakland 
may have their rail and Pullman 
tickets delivered to their home .or 
office. Through the train-taxi service 
established between Los Angeles, San 
Francisco, Oakland, Berkeley, Ala- 
meda and Fruitvale, a passenger can 
purchase transportation by taxi and 
train from his home or office in one 
city to a like destination in one of the 
other cities named. The coupons for 
Yellow Cab taxi service, included with 
the railroad ticket, are purchased at 
less than the usual meter rates. 

Between certain points in the Pa- 
cific Coast states, Southern Pacific 
and the TAT~Maddux lines provide 
joint air-rail service. This facility 
has been extensively used between 
San Francisco and Agua Caliente. 

Augmenting all this attention given 
to providing greater comfort and 
added conveniences for travelers, the 
Company has been continually speed- 
ing up its passenger train schedules 
and has offered unusually low fares 
that have attracted increased patron- 
age.

Also on 
the San Francisco-Chicago’ run, ‘the 
San Francisco Limited has a one-hour 
faster westbound schedule..and the 
Gold Coast a two-hour faster east- 
bound schedule.

Veteran'Conductor Makes 
Last Run 


EGINNING as a call boy more 
years ago than one would believe 
to look at him, and working steadily 
upward to the position of passenger 
conductor, Fred H. Baylies ended a 
railroad career of 54 years and 6 
months when he brought the “Shore 
Line” into Los Angeles on July 1. In 
length of service, Mr. Baylies is the 
second oldest trainman to be pen- 
sioned by the Company. 

Mr. Baylies began as a call boy at 
Truckee in 1876, and in the years that 
have passed since that time served in 
various capacities, including those of 
brakeman, yardmaster and conductor. 
Many interesting and unusual experi- 
ences have been his, the recital of 
which would hold one’s attenion for 
hours. Probably the most thrilling 
incident occurring during his service 
was the holding up of his train some 
fifteen years ago. The holdup men 
made their appearance on the train 
near Burbank and proceeded to go 
through the observation car, in which 
they collected about $3,000 from the 
passengers. Conductor Baylies, . by 
quick thinking and prompt action in 
this emergency, saved the other pas- 
sengers -on the train from molesta- 
tion and perhaps injury.. As he stood 
in the observation car with hand -ele- 
vated, he recalled having seen in. the 
coach ahead a doughty Texan wear- 
ing -a. formidable .44. Fearful that 
the ‘appearance of the bandits in the 
coach -would ‘precipitate -an exchange 
of shots between the robbers and the 
Texan, Baylies quickly devised a plan 
to ‘avert such a catastrophe if pos-

and complete smoking-set, which were 
presented ‘to him by Conductor R. E. 
Southworth. Mr. Baylies replied in a 
few very ‘well-chosen words. Superin- 
tendent Morris then “congratulated 
Mr. Baylies as an employe who had 
completed a most enviable record. 

Upon hearing of Conductor Baylies’ 
retirement, G. E. Farrand, a promi- 
nent attorney of Los Angeles, ad- 
dressed a letter to the veteran, in 
which he said in part: 

“You probably do not recall me by 
name. I have ridden times innumer- 
able with you. I read of your retire- 
ment in the paper.... It is a matter 
of common comment that you were 
always helpful, considerate and 
thoughtful of all who rode on the 
train; whether elderly, or young and 
attractive, made no difference to you, 
because your spirit of helpfulness 
went out to everyone who assumed 
toward the Company the position of 
patron....” 

Mr. Baylies comes of a railroad 
family, his father, Fred’ G. Baylies, 
having for twenty-five years been a 
eonductor, and was present at the 
golden spike-driving ceremony at 
Promontory in May, 1869.

New Freight Shed Facilities Aid Shippers 


T an expense of $55,000, the Com- 
pany during July placed in 
operation at its San Francisco freight 
station a simplified system of receiv- 
ing outbound less carload freight, 
which will enable shippers to deliver 
goods to the railroad with greater 
convenience and increased economy. 
Under the new system, a shipper 
having a truekload of small shipments 
for a number of destinations may un- 
load the entire lot at one door, instead 
of taking each individual shipment to 
a different door, as was done formerly. 
To place the new method in opera- 
tion, it was necessary for the Com- 


pany to purchase considerable new 
equipment and make certain ‘re- 
arrangements in the freight sheds. 
Under the former system, as a ship- 
ment was received it was placed di- 
rectly in a freight ear. Under the new 
system, where shipments for many 
different destinations are received at 
one door at the same time, the segre- 
gation of the shipments to destinations 
falls upon the Company, and this is 
accomplished by means of the tractors 
and trailers, which haul the goods 
about the freight houses and ‘take 
them to the particular cars in which 
they are to be loaded.

For the protection of aviators flying 
at night, the Company has installed 
standard airway beacons on the two 


towers supporting its electrical power.

New Facilities Ready 
at Taylor Yard 


HE work. :of ‘constructing new. 

facilities at Taylor Yard, Los 

‘Angeles, under an appropriation 
of $676,530, was completed and: the 
new unit placed in service on June 23. 
Grading for work began on July 8, 
1929, and actual construction was 
commenced early the following Sep- 
tember. 

Under the operation of the Taylor 
Yard with its added facilities, all 
freight -power will be housed in the 
yard, instead of being sent to the 
roundhouse at the general shops, as 
formerly, thereby eliminating a three- 
mile-trip. Formerly all power, both 
freight :and passenger, was kept at 
the Los Angeles roundhouse, while 
now, passenger power will be kept at 
the Los. Angeles roundhouse and 
freight .power at the Taylor Yard 
roundhouse. 

The facilities included in the new 
unit are an 18-stall roundhouse with 
six outside pits; a 120-ft. turntable; 
machine shop; store building; oil 
house; firebrick and clay house; two 
locker buildings, one for enginemen 
and the other for mechanical em- 
ployes; a 800,000-gallon steel tank; 2 
30,000-bbl. oil tank; oil unloader; 
wash rack; oil and water columns; 
sand house; oil separator; power 
house; concrete roads; sanitary sewer 
lines; storm -water drain line; fire 
lines; pipe line cistern pump house 
for utilizing. waste water; power and 
light -transmission lines; steam, air, 
hot.and cold water and hydraulic dis- 
tribution’ lines.

By 
means of reduced engine hours, fuel 
oil saving by the elimination of. ex- 
cess mileage, increased efficiency and 
other economies, it is estimated that 
the establishment and use of the new 
facilities will result in a saving to the 
Company of three hundred dollars a 
day under normal working conditions.

Foreman Finds Ancient 
Stone Carvings 


BOUT four years ago E, Farr, Jr., 
bridge and building foreman, 
Salt Lake Division, while on a trip, in 
passing the cliffs three miles south of 
Hogup, Utah, observed that the 
enormous rocks were covered with 
hundreds of heiroglyphics, the ma- 
jority of the pictures being of animals 
and birds. Surprised by what he had 
stumbled upon, he investigated fur- 
ther, and one mile from the cliff came 
upon the remains of what appeared to 
have been prehistoric fortifications. 
Exploration revealed a stone wall 
leading from the fortifications to 
another group of rocks covered with 
petroglyphs. The last group included 
many pictures of deer, which are the 
only ones of the kind Mr. Farr has 
ever found. 

Interested by his accidental dis- 
covery, Mr. Farr began to search for 
these stone carvings in his spare time, 
and to make a study of what he 
found, with the result that this re- 
search work has grown to be a hobby 
with him, and he now devotes all of 
his leisure hours to exploring the 
hills and valleys of Utah and Nevada. 

Two years ago Mr. Farr uncovered, 
two miles east of Hogup, some very 
Fare specimens of stone tablets, some 
of which were found in a cave. The 
pictures on the tablets appear to have 
been made with a metallic instrument 
of some kind. From the discoveries 
made, it is evident that the vicinity of 
Hogup was inhabited by a vast colony 
of people hundreds, perhaps thou- 
sands, of years ago. 

Mr. Farr has made many discoveries 
in Utah and Nevada, and to date has 
one of the finest collections of ancient 
writings and relies to be found in that 
part of the country. Among his col- 
lection he has stone tablets on which 
are carved the Egyptian water sign, 
and others bearing characters in 
Hebraic. He has found many stones 
and tablets with inscriptions which he 
could-not decipher, nor could he locate 
any one who could read them. He is 
still hoping that the key will some 
day be discovered and that the secrets 
of the stone tablets will be revealed to 
him. “Meanwhile, ‘he is keeping up his 
explorations :and-constantly adding ‘to 
his «collection “of ‘these : prehistoric
